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Meditation 


“For we can do nothing against the truth, but for the truth.” 
II Corinthians 13:8 


One of the greatest benefits of an education is to learn this principle 
of living. It is equally true whether it is secular education or Christian edu- 
cation. There are certain fundamental truths that remain whether we agree 
with them or not, and whether we live according to them or not. Our wel- 
fare lies in learning to know these truths, to acknowledge them as truths, 
and to direct the way of our lives according to those truths. 


A little boy perhaps has never heard of the law of gravitation, but he 
learns that it is true that if he falls from any height he will be hurt by the 
force of it. The child can ignore the fact, and the warnings of his parents, 
and presume to go against the truth, but the fact still remains that when he 
falls, the law takes effect, and he is hurt. He may use the same truth to 
slide down the hill on his sled. He can use the truth properly and it brings 
him blessings and joy. 


Man, for many years, did not know much about the carrying power of 
the air about him. He learned much earlier the carrying power of water. 
Learning how, people may float on the water when in swimming, by work- 
ing with certain laws about water and self. Thus, some can rest on the 
water, while others drown struggling in the same water because they have 
not learned to utilize the truth. Likewise for years the lifting power of the 
air only served to turn the umbrellas inside out when men opened them in 
a strong wind. Now man is using that truth in the great planes which con- 
tain tons of weight and are borne on the air which he cannot even see, and 
the umbrella has become a giant parachute which brings man safely down 
from the skies. Man is not working against certain truths, but for them. 


This principle is equally in force in the spiritual life. Men may beat 
themselves against the truths of the Bible and the fact of Christ. They may 
spurn and ignore these truths. They may “kick against the pricks” as Paul 
did. But the spiritual laws of God still remain in force, eternal and mighty 
as the God who established and enforces them. The fear of the Lord is 
still the beginning of wisdom. 


Men of today may choose their course as in Romans 1, that “When 
they knew God they glorified Him not as God, neither were they thankful”, 
but they still sink into the same lawless, hopeless, beastly selfishness and 
corruption as they did then. Men and women may choose to live immoral 
lives contrary to all God’s commands, but the truth is still in effect, and 
they end up diseased and broken in body and despairing in soul. Men may 
scorn the forgiving grace of Christ and the redeeming power of the Cross 
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of Calvary, but they remain just as helpless to help themselves against the 
sin with which they were born, and eternal death. The wrecks of sin are 
seen everywhere. We can do nothing against the truth. We can only break 
ourselves against it. We must learn to acknowledge what is true, and with 
true wisdom conform to it. Whether in the laboratory or in the Bible, men 
are safe only when they walk with the truth and not against it. 


Only when all of life and living are ruled by truth is there true educa- 
tion. Christian education is a complete education, in the physical and the 
spiritual, in the temporal and the eternal. ‘‘The statutes of the Lord are 
right, rejoicing the heart ... and in keeping of them there is great reward. 
(Ps. 19). For we can do nothing against the truth, but for the truth.
